THE LEGAL TENDER DECISION. 

WasuHineton, D. C.. April 24.—Telegrams 
hence announcing that the Sapreme Court, 
on Saturday, decided the legal ‘tender 
cases, and that the fact would be announced 
at the opening of the court to-day, ale, to say 
the least, a little premature. The court 
was rot polled on Saturday, and, as it took a 
recess from Friday last to the first wee in 
May, it was quite impossible to have an. 
nounced a ‘result to-day. However, the 
court met in council, and decided, by five to 
four, that the legal tender act did apply to 
contracts made before the war as wellas to 
those made during the war, and that it was 
constitutional, thus reversing the decision of 
the last term of the court, that the law did 
not apply to contracts made before its pas- 
sage. Justices Miller, Swaine, Davis, Strong 
and Bradley voted to sustain the constitution- 
ahty of the act, aud Justice Chaiseand Justices 
Neleon, Clifford and Field veted In the nega- 
tive. The tull opimon of the Court will not 
be written out before the October term, but 
the fact of the decision will be announced 
wheo the Court reassembles. At the time 
the drst decision of the unconetitutionality | 
was made on the question, Chief Justice 
Chase, with Associates Nelson, Clifford Field 
and Grier approved it, while Justices Miller, 
Sweine and Davis diseented fromthe opin- 
ion. Since then the bench has been increased 
bRthe appointment of Mesers, Strong and 
Bradjey, and Judge Grier has resigned, so 
that there are now nine Judges. Of these 
the Chief Justice, with Judges Nelson, Clif- 
ford and Field, stall adhere to their former 
decision, ard tne dissenting Judges, 
Miller, Swaine and Davis, also  ad- 
here to thei: contrary opinion 
and‘ste reinforced by Justices Strong and 
Bis«:.s. 1. bas been said by those who were 
'n ‘be way of knowing all the legal gossip 
that :Lere was a very strong aversion on the 
part of two dt least of the old judges who 
dissented from the previous opinion toa re- 
opening of the question. Some seem to take 
it for granted that both Judges Strong and 
Bradley would bein favor of a reversal on 
the grounds that they were appomted with 
an implied understanding of their opinions on 
the question. it ison this account that the 
course of these two gentlemen was watched 
with so much interest, particularly as it is 
well known that they both, previous to their 
appointment, held very close relations to two 
of the largest railway corporations in the 
country which are much interested in the re- 
sult cf the decision. 

THE OHIO SUPERVISORSHIP. 

It bas tranépired that the recent visit of 
Supervisor Dwyer, of Ohio, to this city was 
without the permission of Commussioner 
Pleasanton, and the military commissioners 
of the revenue declined to grant the civil 
officer an interview, but ordered him immedi- 
ately back to Ohio. [t is stillthe impression 
in some quarters here that upoo the return of 
Gravt to Washington there will be a change 
in this office. 

MORTON'S SPEECH. 

The speech of Senator Morton Saturday 
night is the cecasion of considerable com- 
ment in certain official circies here to-day, 
auc regrets were expressed that the President 
is submitting aliogether to the championship 
of Mersrs. Mort.n, Chandler and others, and 
totaly ignorng the counsel of those who, 
under the constitution, are obliged to tender 
jt. The prominent albusions of the Indiana 
Senator to financia) questions strengthen the 
impressions which are held that he will re- 
lieve Mr. Boutwell of the administration of 
the Treasury Department. The latter wil; 
leave Washington for Chicago to-morrow 
nighf. but intimatcs that he will make no 
speeches on the route. 

WHAT THE DEMOCRATIC ADDRESS MEANT. 

The criticism which has been made im some 
Radicai quarters of the Javguage of that por- 
tion of the Democratic address which calls 
on ail our fellow-citizeps in all parts of the 
Union to spare no effortto carefally protect 
the right of every citizeu, to preserve kindly 
relations among all men, and to discounte- 
nance and discourage any violation of the 
righis of any portion of the people 
unger the Wocstitution or auy of its 
amendments, is untrue eo =: far as 
it is intended to make it appear that the 
Democratic caucus did not recognize the val 
idity cf the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amena- 
ments or the legislation under them. While 
the Democratic members did not believe that 
the rcconstruction acts were constitutional, 
nor approve of the way the Fifteenth Amend 
ment was raified, because certain States 
were denied admission into the Uaion till 
forced to ratify it, they ai the same time pro- 
pose to accept both as of fulleffect. This 
wa: whattbe tenor of the debate indicated, 
and what the above language of the address 
was intended toconvey. Only three members 
of ihe party—two from Mayry'and and one 
from Delaware—opposed it. 

THE ANGLO-AMERICAN TREATIES, 

There appears to be no longer any doubt 
that the High Joint Commission will sign the 
trcaties, the details of which have ali been 
sgreed on this week. The commissioners 
were in e¢Ssion to day, putting one of them 
into proper sbspe. Dispatches per cable to 
the British Commissioners announce that all 
the coubtful pomts submitted to the home 
¢overnment bave been accepted. It 1s 
thought tbat by Saturday all three of the 
tresties will be signed in duplicate. The 
Britush Commissioners have paid over a bun- 
dred thousand dollars in gold since they first 
met for cable telegrams.

NEw ORLEANS, April 24.—Assistant State 
Engineer Hatch, writing yesterday from Bon-

The people of the North and South are 
the same; and human nature does not 
ler much in Maine and in Temas.

They do not love strife for its 
own sake. .That which has produced so 
much trouble has been a conflict of 
jurisdiction in criminal cases. Between 
the twostools of Federal and local author- 
ity Justice has too often fallen helpless to 
the ground. Here m Kentncky. this has 
been ehown repeatedly. The Federal 
courts are regarded as partisan tribunals, 
as hostile to the people, as, in all cases be- 
tween a white man anda black map, or- 
ganized to convict the white man. The 
State courts are regarded, on the other 
hand, as hostile to the.blacks. There is, 
perbape, in both cases, much of prejudice 
and assumption. But the result is the 
same. The United States Marshal goes 
out with a posse to take a white man trom 


jail and carry him before the Federal 
court. Tne man is Charged Wil & Cinus 


for which be has been indicted according 
to law, and 1s waiting in prison to be tried 
by his peers. News comes that the Fede- 
ral authorities—organized to convict—are 
at band. So the friends of the man, see- 
ing that he is to have no show given him, 
organize to turn him loose, and do so just 
before the Marshal appears on the scene. 

In its comments on the ciyil status of 
the Kuklux bill, the Nation shows very 
conclusively that it 1s not “an act to en- 
force the Fourteenth amendment.” Be- 
fore the adoption ot the Fourteenth amend- 
ment, which the Nation approves, it urges 
that classes of citizens within the limits of 
a State might be exposed to hostile local 
legislation. The Constitution of the United 
States contained no provision covering the 
case. But, as the Nation is especially 
strong On this point, let it speak. It

The Nation, very truly and very forci- 
bly, concludes by observing that “the stat- 
ute violates the letter of the Constitution 
by declaring that to be a rebellion against 
the United States which is not a rebellion, 
but nothing more than violence done to 
individuals; it violates the Constitution by 
permitting the writ of habeas corpus to be 
suspended in time of peace; it violates the 
Constitution by authorizing the President 
toemploy the military forces to repress 
opposition to State laws without any ap. 
plication from State authorities; it violates 
the Constitution by extending the prohi- 
bitions of the Fourteenth amendment to 
cases of private wrong; and, finally, it vio- 
lates the Constitution by clothing the na- 
tional courts with jurisdiction over ordin- 
ary crimes and with the tunction of 
ordmmary police repression.” All of this is 
certainly unanswerable as it is certainly 
very plain and very strong. 

We have taken a much more serious 
view of thf€ business, and have given it 
more earnest and elaborate attention than 
seems to have moved our Democratic col- 
leaguesin other parts of the country. In 
our judgment it is revolution, gnd it may 
develop into civil war. The party in pow- 
er is determined to hold its power.

The people 
themselves are but human beings. What 
safeguard have we against the ambition 
of the ruler, thus tempted, and the pas- 
sions of the populace thus set on? 

Is free government a failure? Are we 
really going the way of the world? Haye 
we learned nothing, but forgotten every- 
thing, that is taught us in the history of 
the rise and fall of the nations that have 
gone before us? Are we, with such re- 
sources as ours, with such a country, with 
such a prospect, with such institutions, 
with such a people, are we to be led, like 
Roman gheep and Greek swine, into the 
very jaws of despotism, our eyes wide 
open and our senses all about us? Where 
are our common schools? Where are our 
boasted antecedents? Congress has set 
them all at naught with one fell swoop, 
and its act has hardly occasioned an or- 
dinary sensation.

This Bonapartist clique tries to influ- 
ence, from its Belgian look-out, the French 
people against the present Versailles Gov- 
ment, and sends its pamphiets, in which 
they criticise the man at the 
head of that Government, all over 
France. ch poe “brochures,” although 
written in spirit, 
and in favor * the Empire, sometimes 
eontain more than a grain of truth, and, as 
they circulate in immense numbers among 
the reading population of France, are grad- 
ually bringing about a change in the minds 
of their readers. They are generally 
written by some of the ablest writers of 
France attached to the cause of NAPOLEON 
IIL, and they bring out their arguments 
with considerable ingenuity. Thisis par- 
ticularly true of a pamphlet written by 
Cirment DvuvVERNo!Is, one of the most 
eminent journalists of France, and Minis- 
terof Agriculture ander the Regency of 
the Empress. Heclaims that France need 
hope nothing from the present government 
at Versailles. Like the government ot 
National Defense, which thought more of 
persecuting the Bonapartists than of, 
defending the country against the invaders, 
the present government has devoted 
greater attention to Bonapartism than to 
the demagogues that are shedding the 
blood of France’s noblest sons. He goes 
on and says that all the accusations they 
have heaped upon the Imperial Govern- 
nent in regard to the war with Prussia are 
fulse, as the very men at the head of the 
present government hud made the war in- 
evitable by their constant laments about 
the growth of the Prussian power.” And 
while they had thus provoked the war 
with their formidable Eastern neighbor, 
they had prevented the military system ot 
France from attaining its proper devel- 
opment. by their opposition to the 
standing army and the allowance of the | 
requisite funds for the better armament of 
the national forces. If the Regency of the 
Empress had not been destroyed after Se- 
dan, peace might have been obtained trom 
the Germans on comparatively advan- 
tageous terms, aud Metz and a great part 
of the ceded territory, as well as countiess 
millions of treasure and many thousand 
human lives, been saved to France. The 
men now at the head of affairs in France 
are also alone responsible for the present 
bloody insurrection in Paris he claims, for 
they insisted on arming the populace of 
the suburbs of Paris, although they were 
well aware of its turbulent character, and 
that it was as safe to trust them with arms 
as to build a fire in a powder-magazine. 
While a strong government would give 
France an opportunity torecover trom her 
present prostration, 4he Thiers govern- 
ment had put tke finishing stroke to the 
mistortunes of France by bringing the 
country to‘the verge of national bank- 
ruptcy. “Let us examine once,” he goes 
on, “in how far you, who call yourselves 
the party of order, represent order your- 
selyes. On all sides we see only anarchy, 
without tlie least probability that a change 
will soon ensue. Does your government 
combine in itself the elements of order or 
the principles,of an authority established 
on a firm foundation?” To these questions 
he gives a negative answer, and 
dem onstrates the truth of this 
statement as tollows: “The 
source of your power is an Assembly whose 
great majority has g decided monarch- 
ical tendency, while your government, at 
least in name, 1s of a republican form. You 
say that the Chambers represent the peo- 
ple, and that all authority emanates trom 
the same, but while of every four repre- 
sentatives three are monarchists. You 
haye a republican ministry and a repub- 
jican administration.” This he claims to 
be a contradiction which will rob all par- 
ties of confidence in the new government.

There was cnougb of it lef, how- 
ever, 10 (ffect a eale op, and he culsequentiy 
dis posed of bis taterest at a iow price. He pre- 
dicts a griat scarcity of this delightful fruit the 
comipg season. H's pro pects for peacbes and 
apples are yood, though mary of his neiebbors 
e mtlain much of the «fects of the frost. Mar- 
ket-meu ere carryipg Very long faces, and *pre- 
ciet, of course, a corresponding increase of 
prices. 

The New Albany Ledger says the heavy dew 
of Saturday night damaged the grape, straw- 
berry, aud Other vines considerably. Ino some 
cases. it is reported, ‘he new *hoots of the 
grape vines sre kiiled, and some doudt ts ex- 
pressed io regard to whither the vines will bear 
fruit thts year atall. 

A correspondent writes tiom Stanford, Ky.: 
“all the frutc ts kttled outright over this eatire 
Treaiop. Even the full-leated trees will shed 
tbeir foliage from tbe severe freeze of Saturday 
Digbt. Thousands of dollars’ worth of fruits 
bave perisbed hereabouts.’’ And another from 
Cove City yesterday: “it has beep very dry for 
two weeks past. Wheat and oats are 
sulferitg from the drouthb. On Saturday 
nigbt, the 22d ir stant, we were visited 
by asevere frost. lce 4 to a 4 of an inch thick 
im trougbs, buckets, &c. Ail 'he peaches, pears, 
apples, plume, grapes, raspberries, and all small 
fruits and tender vegetables were entirely killed, 
ezcept that which was shielded by timely cov. r- 
ing. It is fearfully apprehended that the tobacco 

. Plants have gtmerally been ruined. It was very 
® tt justious to early wheat, and it is generally be- 
lieved that it wilrruin the fine prospects fora 
crop of mast in the white oak and beach regione, 
which has been 80 very promising for ibis year.”’ 

A correspondent from Clark county, Indiaca 

8 peals hopefully, and says that “while the frost 
of Saturcay night killed a large quantity of fruit 
In tbe coasty, a tolerably good crop may be 
realized. The fruit in the lowlands suffered 
mvst.””

B- tween midnight and 
daz, the river, from upheard ofand heavyg rains 
tn the mountain counties above, comme ncad 
rising rapidiy, and whoily unexpectedly tolh-m, 
asis frequently the case: and before they be- 
came aware of their dauge , the watr was 
getting over the trap, and crift wood floating.

abtew trapslatior, tne present Bible was said 
to ccoptaip no less than 380,000 errors, 
At aboth+r tme, In the ‘ame conven- 
tlop, It was asserted that up to the 
preseut time the world was without a true ver- 
rion ofthe Word of God.

Does 
this look like belng opposed to the cause of ed- 
ucation ? For 18(6 years the Catholic religion has 
been foremost in every move to promote and 
diffuse knowledge. It has produced the finest 
S*bolars and the Most eminent men cf letters.
